They 
rushed inside and endeavored to get 
th e engines out to prevent their de­ 
struction. 
As nearly all of them had 
no Mater in the boilers considerable 
delay was occasioned in getting therti in 
shape to move. Suddenly the roof was 
observed to be sagging. A cry of alarm 
w ent up, but the roar of the flames evi­ 
dently prevented the men on the inside 
from hearing it, and as the cross bar 
ties of iron supporting the roof gave 
tra y the budding collapsed and fell a 
m ass of ruins. It was know’n th at sev­ 
eral people were in the building when it 
fell and the collapse aided m aterially 
In extinguishing the flames. 
A search 
of the ruins was made as soon as pos­ 
sible, revealing the extent of the tra g ­ 
edy. 
The loss of six engines destroyed is 
estim ated a t $40,000; building, 
$50,000; 
store room and 
miscellaneous 
stock, 
$10,000. Total, $100,000. 
The inquest over the body of the dead 
will he held this afternoon. It is under­ 
stood an investigation will he m ade as 
to the condition of the building, which 
h a s been used about forty years.

Portland, Ore., March 18.—The follow­ 
ing dispatch comes from Marshfield, 
Ore.; "Daniel Clark and Thomas Moore, 
supposed to be the only survivors of a 
crew of thirty-one passengers from the 
British ship Yeoman, arrived here last 
night on the schooner Leeds. The Yeo­ 
m an sunk Feb. 23 in latitude 34 N., 
longitude 45 W. She was bound from 
Antwerp to Redondo. Clark related the 
details as follows: 
‘While shortening 
sail a sudden squall struck us and a 
heavy, sWell-like tidal wave capsized 
the ship. As the seas swept the deck I 
was carried overboard. A lull followed 
and the ship righted. I got on the sill]') 
again to find no one on deck. The cook 
was lying in the galley with his head 
split open and hardly alive. Clapt. Fer­ 
guson and the m ate wore drowned. As 
the ship was sinking I decided to ab an ­ 
don her, and cutting loose a lifeboat got 
the cook into it and pulled away. We 
M’ere fourteen days in the boat before 
the schooner Leeds sighted us and 
picked us up. during which time we 
suffered more than language can ex­ 
press. We had to fare all the time on 
sixteen biscuits, without a drop of fresh 
wrater. We became so hungry that we 
ate the uppers of our shoes and each 
drank the other’s blood.’ 
Here Mr. 
Clark exhibited his leg, which showed 
great red blotches, certifying the tru th ­ 
fulness of his story. Continuing, he said: 
‘I have been around the horn nine times 
but this was the roughest trip I ever 
experienced. 
We lost four men over­ 
board in a gale off the horn, and Paul 
Hessing fell from the topsail yard and 
was killed.’ ”

Guthrie, O. T., March 18.—F orty head 
of horses were stolen and run off three 
weeks ago by three thieves near W e­ 
woka, In the Choctaw nation.

They refused to 
surrender and kept firing. 
The posse 
pressed them closely, and the fight was 
continued for three hours, one of the 
posse receiving a bullet in his arni, 
causing him to fall from his horse. 
Finally the entire p arty massed and 
charged the criminals, forcing them to 
take refuge in a cabin. 
There the 
thieves barred themselves in and de­ 
fiantly proclaimed th a t they would not 
be taken alive. 
After repeated efforts 
to induce them to give up the house 
M as set on fire. Still the men inside re­ 
fused to come out, although the roof 
Mas a m ass of flames. They still th re a t­ 
ened death if any of the posse ventured 
near. 
At last the fram e building fell 
n burying the desperadoes in the ruins, 
and they Mere roasted to death in the 
building. One of the thieves M as ident­ 
ified as Charles Cate, a former pal of 
"Bill'’ Doolin.
